‘To the County Commiissioners: 


I herewith submit my report as Solicitor for the 
year 1926. At the May term there were three indict- 
ments returned two for larceny, one for breaking and 
entering. One case of larceny was continued for sen- 
tence and the other respondents were given suspended 
sentences. 

At the October term there were six indictments 
returned, three for embezzlement of town funds, two for 
assault with intent to commit a felony, and one for 
larceny. The embezzlement cases were continued until 
spring. The assault cases were disposed of by nolle 
prosequi in one case, the respondent of the other, being 
insane, is at the State Hospital, Concord. 

The violations of the liquor law have been vigorously 
prosecuted during the year and many were brought into 
court and fined and in some instances jail sentences were 
imposed and served. Much credit is due to Sheriff Dins- 
more and his efficient deputies for their zealous work 
along this line. 

The Solicitor disposes of many cases of violations 
of the law in the police courts.
